1. four flrtt stagnation relate* to a acml -annual review of ’‘dele- 
gations of over-all authority" by the Director of Central Intelligence, 
feefctiieally speaking, there are, I believe, no instances where X have 
de le g at ed authority assigned to oa by statute or by executive action. 

In certain oases as, for Momqpl*, with respect to the so -called "agreed 
activities, ay authority, pursuant to H5C action, is to be shared with 
ear tain other intelligence agencies and certain responsibilities are 
placed, on this Agency to act as a coor din a tor * If I am correct la my 
assumption that your first point relates to this coordinating function, 

I shall saw that a report is made on a semi -annual basis regarding the 
steps w» haw* taken to effect such coordination, there are, of course, 
certain other areas of int el l i g ence wort where projects are carried out 
c» the basis of allocating particular ta sk s to particular agencies as, 
for ©M^ple, the BIS program. If it is desired, we could also cover 
sueh situations in our answer to your qpaestlan. 

2. fie have circulated to the 1AD your proposal that BS C I D 4 be 
modified and that national int elli g enc e objectives and priorities be 
reported fonmlly to the Rational Security Council. After consideration 
by the IAC, this will be accomplished. 

$• Wa are under t a king a review of the definition of nnp>: nt Intel- 
ligeno* a* sat forth in ISCID >. furthsr, we plan to consult with 
av ai lable asm hers of the Brownell Board. It is possible th at after we 
have taken these steps the matters should also be reviewed by QBC2B* We 
will report to the Board on the action taken.
